In the Government Gazette of to-day’s 
date appears 8 comparative atatement of 
the Revenue and Expsnditure of Hong- 
kong for the years 1877 and 1878 By 
it we note that thore is a considerable 
increase ‘in the expenditure of almost” 
every department of the service, except 
the Police, which shows a. decrease of 
$21,250.68, Although we do not for a 
moment advocate anything like parsimo- 
nious government, still it becomes those 
gentlemen who hold the purse-strings— 
viz. the Financial Committee—to look 
closely ‘into the various sums which 
constitute an increase on the expenses 
of previous years, and to satisfy them- 
selves that an amount of efficiency is 
attained proportionate to the larger sum 
voted, Nearly $55,000 more has been 
aid to the -various departments last 
year than in 1877—A large proportion of 
this amount, however ($20,023.51), being 
‘acoounted for by the loss from the Post 
Office for the past twelvemonths, The 
Educational .and ‘Medical Departments 
show an inorease of $6,254.77 and 
86,244.58 respectively ; while the Gaol 
stands under the “increase” column for 
$10,051.01, and the Fire Brigade item 
is more by $3,851.98 than it was last 
year. Among the other items of increase 
may be noted—-Pensions é&c., $11,935.95; 
Miscellaneous 
Military Contribution (loss on the ex- 
change), $3,496.21. Altogether there 
ia an increase of $76,759.14, but when 
the- decreise of $39,443.68—including 
Police. $21,250.66, Works and Build- 
ings $14,776.41, Ubaritable Allowances 
$2,370,58, and one or two smaller sums 
—is allowed for, the net increase is not 
serious, amounting to $37,315.46. The 
total estimated expenditure for the year 
1878, it may be added, was $928,844.58, 
while the actual outlay for the year 
amounted to $910,523.32, or $18,321.26 
less than ‘the sum estimated for. . . 
Turning to the Rovenue, there is a 
not dcorease of $57,674.31 on the income 
of 1877, which is more than accounted 
for by a falling off in the Land Revenue 
to the amount of no Jess than $78,819.39, 
The estimated outturn from ‘this source 
of revenue was 8200,000, on the ground 
that,the amount realizedin 1877 was 
$222,650.72 ; this, however, must bave 
been an exceptional year, as the year 1876 
showed only @136,413.40, and the mis- 
take might have been avoided by taking 
anaverage, For 1878 the total sum realiz- 
ed from Land Revenue was $148,837.38, 
The only other material items of decrease, 
as compared with the year 1877, are 
Spirit Retailers’ Licenses 81,656, Fines 
of Courts 810,282.84, Forfoltures of 
Courts 82962,48, Miscellaneous Receipts 
817,214.27, and ©, -D, Ord,  Recsipts 
@4185,80. Most of those fignres will 
suggest their own explanation, “The in-

David Martin, Master. of the British str. 
appeared on » summons for that he 
cartied in the steamer Jehang an exqessive

Mr Sharp (the Crown Solicitor) op ared

under Ordinance No. 11 of 1876, under 
section 2, or rather more particularly with 
regard to section $, (Section read.]. This 
cage requires very little comment as ‘it 
is almost cxactly slmilar to the two oases 
of the Canton Steamer Company which 
came before your Worsh!p ; with this ox- 
ception that it’ appears to mo to be some-

The 
meeting then broke up, and the Christians 
rotired toe*dging-houseinthetown. Very” 
shortly afterwards the mandarin’s alarm. 
gong was sounded, the hundreds of people 
rushed, at the signal, to the lodging house 
where the Christians had retired for tho 
night, dragged four of them into the street, 
beat them most barbarously with oll mannor 
of weapons, and inflicted savero wounds on 
the unfortunate men, leaving thon, ag was 
supposed, dead. Two. of these poor men 
were then thrown, like dogs, into tho rivor, 
but managed to scramble to the other bank 
and crept away till they were found by tho 
yaméy runners, who placed them in a sedan 
Chair‘and ‘sent them to the nearest. miss.on 
station in the district. . The other two mon 
were taken up as dead, and tho bratal litor- 
ati, aided by their hired follower, set fire 
to their clothing and queues. These two 
sufferers were ultimately rescued.and also 
sent in a chair to the. nearest mission 
station. From the station they were sent 
on by boat to this port, where they arrived 
on the 29th March, and were pluced in the 
Mission Hospital, under the care of Dr. 
Taylor. The nafortunate men wore, we | 
are informed, unable to walk or stand when 
they arrived in Foochow, and one of them 
was delirioud and is stillin a very precar- 
jous condition. The outrage on the chapel 
at Yik-kau, some fow weeks ago, was 
brought by the English Missionaries to the 
notice of H.B.M.’s Consul, who wo learn, 
agreed to represent the cugo to the Chinese 
authorities, As usual, the native officials 
promised to examine into the ~matter. 
lnsteud, however, of punishing the offend. 
ers, they wrote complaining to H.B.M.'s 
Consul that the matter was greatly exaggo- 
rated, and made the -usual excuses, .but 
meanwhile did nothing. H.B.M.'s Consul 
appeare to have taken the eame view of the 
case as the Chinese authoritics, and, wo 
hear, has censured the missionaries for 
having reported (as. the mandatins aro 
pleased to term it) such an insignificant 
affairt We are not surprised, therefore, at 
the present abominable and brutal conduct 
of the literati; they have beon clearly 
encouraged by the. course taken .by the 
high authorities in desling-with tho formor 
outrage on the mission property, The 
missionaries. we understand, fully expeoted 
this trouble, and informed H.B.M''s Consul 
that unless steps were adopted ‘by the 
Viceroy to restrain the gentry the danger 
would spread. : 


THE BURMAH MURDERS, .. 
(Rangoon Times, March 10,) 


Our latest advices from, Mandalay, con- 
firm the statement we made a few days ago, 
thatthe murders at Mandalay are not due 
so much to the exigencies of state, as to the 
development of that blood-thirstiness, which 
seems to be eminently charnoteristic of the 
Royal family of Burmah, Doubtless some 
of the princes would, if opportunity had 
presented itself, have made an attempt on 
the throne; but these could oasilyshave been 
‘deported, and compelled to live quietly as’ 
the Min Goon, the Nyoung Yan ‘and other 
princes are doing. But to put'to death-in 
cold blood helpless women and innocent 
| ohildren, clearly shows that murder was 
dono for murder’s sale, ~ This view receives 
ample confirmation. trom the fact that the 
work of butchery was not begun and finished 
one day, but was extended over several 
weeks, The beginning was made on the 
15th February}; and the end, that, is as far 
ag we know at présent, was made on the 9th 
March, a couple of days before the latest 
delivered mail left Mandalay, or some time 
after Mc Shaw had delivered the protest of 
the Government of India. ‘Thee Baw has 
thus shown that he will’ pay no attention 
whatever. to the British. He is further 
determined to appeal to arms should the 
British. persist in interfering. We do not 
see how he can act otherwise, His grand- 
father Zharrawaddi acted in such & manner 
that Major Burney, Colonel Benson, and 
Captain MacLeod found it, during his reign, 
expedient to leave Mandalay, he Ming 
Done Ming received Sir Arthur Phayre, Sir 
Douglas Forsyth, and numerous high off- 
cials with comparative courtesy, but all who 
entered the presence had to du so sane boots, 
King Thee Baw dares not for his own satety’s 
sake, abandon the policy of his ancestors, 
It may therefore, bo urged that the British 
are acting with their usual perfidy in send- 
ing Thee Baw an ultimatum with which ho 
éannot possibly comply; and that they might 
just as well, but for, appearances, march 
their troops on to Manaalay at once, instead 
of stopping at Thayet Myo. Perhaps so, 
but still some ultimatum must be sent, 
unless the young monarch with true oriental 
shorteightedness, attributing to fear, our 
delay in insisting on due attention being 
paid to our protest, precipitates matters b 
attacking us.
